they  are  still,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  th«' 
victims  of  corruption.  But  He  who  has 
promised  that  they  shall  be  kept  bv  his 
mighty  power  through  faith  unto  salvation, 
has  ordained  the  interce.ssion  of  Jestis  as  a 
means  by  w  hich  this  important  end  is  to 
be  secured.  In  what  manner  this  interces¬ 
sion  is  carried  on,  we  are  not  particular! v 
mforined  ;  but  it  seems  probalile,  from  the 
nature  ot  the  case,  as  well  as  from  some  in¬ 
timations  of  scripture,  that  it  is  by  present¬ 
ing  his  human  nature,  as  an  unceasing  svm

willing  to  receive  the  abundant  mercies 
which  he  is  ready  to  communicate.

When  the  Preacher  mentions  any  of  the 
threatenings  of  (iod’s  law,  beg  the  laird 
to  avert  them ;  when  he  mentions  the  pro¬ 
mises,  pray  (*od  instantly  to  tulfii  them. 
When  he  de.scribes  what  a  Christian  should 
be,  determine  to  set  out  alresh  ;  and  let 
your  heart  immediately  purpose,  in  the 
strength  of  God,  to  give  up  every  evil  way, 
and  to  follow  Jesus. 

Hear  with  faith.  Deceive  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  as  the  words  o  f  (iod :  and  remember 
that  you  are  not  come  to  reason  about  them, 
but  to  credit  them,  (lod  sp(*aks,  and  His 
own  authority  gives  absolute  rn'ilibility  to 
all  that  He  says.  Whatever  He  promises 
He  is  able  aiul  willing  to  perform  :  and  it 
the  blessing  promised  be  r'*qui.site  to  you 
note  ;  why,  now,  this  monnuif  is  the  time 
in  which  <nu!  is  ready  to  give  it — here, 
nothing  can  hinder,  nothing  injure  you,  but 
your  unbeliel.
